S t. L o u is, November 27th.—A t the Sil­ 
ver Convention 
this m irniD g Delegate 
Morse, of Colorado, introduced the follow­ 
ing : 
Resolved, T h at th e Senators and R epresenta­ 
tives in Congress are hereby requested to estab­ 
lish a u n it lor the coinage of silver w ith the 
youth A m erican States th a t -h all m ake silver 
coin pass current on p ar w ith gold in all th e 
Am ericas of th e W estern H em isphere; th a t they 
a'so be requested to open negotiations w ith the 
Congress o f the All-Am erieas now iu session for 
th e building of a railroad from th e United States 
and through th e States of South A m erica. 
After a lively discussion it was referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions. 
Numbers of resolutions were offered in 
rapid succession. All were referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 
A paper from John Thompson, Vice­ 
President of the Chase National Dank of 
New York, was then read. It was the judg­ 
m ent of Thompson that the movement of a 
more liberal use of silver in our currency 
supply should be gradual. 
First secure the 
coinage of a m axim um of $4,000,000 per 
m onth and see the results produced under 
that augmented coinage. 
His deliberate judgm ent is that this aug­ 
mented coinage would pave the way for the 
adoption of free coinage by acclamation, 
ihe paper continued. 
W ith the demoneti­ 
sation of silver began an era of contraction, 
not, perhaps, shown by the aggregate fig­ 
ures of outstanding currency, but by the 
disproportion between the increase of cur­ 
rency and the business of the country, 
which has increased out of all proportion 
to the growth of our aggregate circulating 
medium. 
Of the mass of gold in the country ob­ 
tained since resumption, some $200,000,000 
are kept in the Treasury aud is virtually no 
par. of the working currency. It is only 
drawn out when used fc foreign shipment. 
Our workiDg currency consists of legal 
tender notes, national bank notes, silver 
coin and silver certificates. The latter do 
not now increase as fast as the national 
bank notes are retired. Therefore, it can 
truthfully be said that the stock of currency 
that does the work of the country is slowly 
but surely diminishing, while the business 
demands upon it are constantly increasing. 
Thus, there have been two influences at 
work tending to increase the measuring 
power of money in the United States and 
the consequent depreciation of property. 
One is the general effect of the demonetiza­ 
tion of silver, the oilier the contraction of 
the particular kind of currency used. W hile 
our dollars are of silver and silver certifi­ 
cates based upon them , so far both of these 
dollars aud their representatives have been 
restricted in am ount and kept on a gold 
basis by a policy that has favored the gold 
monometallic standard. 
The demonetization of silver has been 
and is a wicked preference given to the 
creditor over the debtor classes of our entire 
population, and it is this preference that is 
driving our middle classes into poverty and 
enabling the millionaires tom uliiply their 
m illions. Nothing, in my opinion, will 
save onr people from a social revolution so 
surely as a full remonel ization of silver and 
giving it all the advantages we now give to 
gold, both in law and the ruling of our 
Treasury Department. 
The mono gold standard is the stepping 
stone to anarchy. 
Nay, it is more, it is a 
(light of stairs leading to the cham ber of 
horrors—bankruptcy, panics, suicide, re­ 
pudiation, agrarianism and universal pov­ 
erty among all 
real wealth producers, 
for whose welfare the best minds, best 
statesm anship and the best representa-, 
tives of all legitimate business interests 
should ever be enlisted. 
The following resolution, offered by 
Jacks, of California, was received with 
cheers, and referred under the rn le : 


W h e r e a s , Wall street aud Easterp bondhold­ 
ers are now actually at work striving to elect a 
Speaker for the approaching Congress, whose 
record is entirely opposed to silver interests; 
w hereas, the R epresentatives in Congress should 
be servants of the people; w hereas, this great 
Convention shows a unanim ity of public opinion 
in the W estern and Southern States and 1 erri- 
tories iu favor of m ore coinage oí silv ei: there­ 
fore. 
Resolved, T hat th e W estern and Southern 
R epresentatives in Congress he requested to 
support some friend ol silver for the Speaker­ 
ship of the present House ot Representatives, 
and th a t th eir failure to do so is a betrayal of 
the people, w arranting th eir political death. 
The Chairman then announced that the 
Convention would be addressed by Con­ 
gressman R. P. Bland, of Missouri. 
Bland 
was received with a storm of applause. He 
addressed the Convention at some length. 
In the course of his speech Mr. Bland 
said the free coinage of silver will settle the 
silver question and greatly relieve the 
poor. The only question w ith the metallists 
in our country is whether we should at 
once repeal our demonetization laws or 
wait for the concurrence of other powers, 
including Great Britain. It is a significant 
fact that you will scarcely find a m an in 
public life to-day who will assume the re­ 
sponsibility of contending for a single gold 
standard. I am in favor of paddling our 
own canoe in this, as well as other subjects. 
If we have enacted bad laws, let us repeal 
them . Especially repeal the law that has 
been so univeisally coudemned as the De­ 
monetization Act of 
1873, no 
m atter 
whether the 
interested few who 
en­ 
gineered this legislation meant well or 
not. It was practically a fraud upon 
Congress and the American people. 
Bland spoke at some lengtfi of the busi­ 
ness depression and financial panic follow­ 
ing the legislation of 1873, and added : “ It 
is not claimed that the demonetization of 
silver alone caused this panic. There were 
other contractions of currency iu progress, 
but the probabilities are that had we left 
the Mints open to the free coinage of silver 
there would have been a constitutional aDd 
heavy increase in the coinage of silver 
dollars to counteract the effect of the paper 
contraction. 
“ In the conntry south of us,and in Asia, 
there are 800,000,000 of people who use 
only silver as money. They are the nest 
customers for our manufactures and the 
chief source of onr foreign trade. We 
ought to have this trade, and proper legis­ 
lation on the silver question will greatly 
aid us in securing it. 
By the free coinage 
of silver and gold, New York, and not 
London or Paris, would be the money cen­ 
ter for the exchanges of the world." 
After listening to a paper on the silver 
question from Thomas Jorden, editor of 
the New York Mining Record, the Conven­ 
tion took a recess till 2:30 p. m. 
The Convention reassembled at 2:30 and 
listened to papers from Judge Morris, of 
Richmond, and Congressman Symmes, of 
Colorado. Symmes referred to the article 
from John Jay Knox, in which Knox took 
a position adverse to the sentiments of the 
Convention, and sa id : 
“And this is the 
man who advised Congress to demonetize 
silver, from 1870 to 1873, because, as he 
argued, an American silver dollar exceeds 
by 3 per cent, the standard of gold and 
will not circulate but will be exported for 
recoiDage.’’ 
Congressman Symmes was followed by 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, whcse remarks 
evoked frequent outbursts of applause. The 
Senator's address was an off-hand talk, and 
seemed to suit the delegates better than the 
printed papers to which they previously 
listened. 
In the course of his rem arks Stewart said 
nations have tried lead, iron and copper, 
but finally all civilized and semi-civilized 
nations have decided on silver. The use 
of silver is prehistoric. First we heard of 
the use of silver it was as money, while 
gold was first used as an ornam ent and 
later as money. 
The report of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions was read, recommending a memorial 
to Congress demanding the passage of law3 
fixing the coinage value of gold at 25 8 10 
grains and silver at standard fineness; the 
purchase of at least $4,000,000 of silver 


bullion each m onth, and free and unlim ­ 
ited coinage of silver and gold on full and 
equal privileges under the coinage laws. 
A lter some discussion these resolutions 
were recommitted for correction. 
“Cuiamity" W eller, of Iowa, dissented 
from the views of the other members of the 
committee and presented a m inority re­ 
port, in which he asked an indorsement of 
the Act of Congress of 1834, by which C 
per cent of m aterial was taken out of the 
gold dollar coin. 
Also an indorsem ent of 
the legislation which made the silver dollar 
of 385 8-10 grains, nine-tenths fine, an 
equivalent of 412* grains nine-tenths fine, a 
dollar before the law and in ail Courts ot 
record in lim ited payments. 
After reading a telegram from the Presi­ 
dent of the Industrial League at W ashing­ 
ton, urging the unlim ited coinage of silver, 
the Convention adjourned until to-morrow. 


H O M E L E SS A N D H O U SEL ESS. 


O v e r Six T h o u s a n d P e o p le T h ro w n O u t 
o f E m p lo y m e n t. 
B o sto n , November 27th —The m anufact­ 
urers are of the opinion that the total loss 
at Lynn is nearly $5,000,000. Two hundred 
and fifty men are stationed at the entrances 
of the ruined streets, and barring the ap­ 
proach to the burned district. Guards are 
stationed at the stores which are partially 
cleaned out to prevent thieves taking what 
is left. 
No one is permitted to pass the 
guards without a perm it from the City 
Clerk. 
Through the Associated Charities, m any 
families were furnished with lodgings last 
night in rooms hired at lodging-houses aud 
dwelling-houses, and rations of hot soup, 
crackers and bread are being served to all 
in need of food. As soon as some plan of 
assistance can be devised, the work oí pro­ 
viding for the destitute families will pro­ 
gress rapidly. 
AmoDg the heavier losses are; Mower 
Bros, $100.000 ; Sluen Block, $50,000 ; Bin- 
ney & Co., $130,000 ; J. G. Brown, $40,000;

F. W. Breed, who lost the largest of his 
three factories, says most of the manufact­ 
urers will rebuild here, and before many 
m onths we shall see a city as prosperous as 
before the fire. 
Revised figures of the buildings burned, 
so far as know n,are: 42 brick buildings, 112 
wooden stores 
and 
factories, and 142 
dwelling-houses; 102 families are homeless 
and S7 shoe m anufacturing establishments 
are wiped out. 
Shortly after noon the Mayor calied to 
order a meeting ot citizens desirous of aid­ 
ing sufferers. Telegrams ottering assist­ 
ance in cash or anything else were received 
from Boston aDd a num ber of neighboring 
towDS. A committee was appointed to 
m ake a report of the probable loss and the 
num ber of people deprived of employment 
and the length of time that would elapse 
before they could again get to work.

The pres­ 
ence of amm onia in most cases indicates 
that alum is used, as nearly all the alum 
of commerce contains ammonia.

amm oniacal odor. Baking powders com­ 
posed principally of starch, alnm and terra 
alha boil into a thick, dirty paste.—New 
York World.

It is quite certain, however, that before a 
week from the day the session begins in 
earnest a complete reorganization of the 
committees, as now constituted, will be 
made, and that another caucus wiil be held 
to settle the m atter satisfactorily to all con­ 
cerned. 
An effort will al30 be made looking to a 
change in the office of Sergeant-at-Arms, 
now held by Colonel Canaday of North 
Carolina. The friends of Canaday, headed 
by Senator Sherm an, will resist this. aDd 
endeavor to secure the Colonel’s retention 
in office if possible.

D A N G E R SIG N A L S. 


C o n d itio n s o f L ig h th o u se s a n d B u o y s on 
th e F a e ific C o ast. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 27th.—The re­ 
port of the Lighthouse Board is made pub­ 
lic this afternoon. 
A full description of 
the various lights on the I’acific coast and 
the changes and repairs made this year, is 
given. The recommendations of last year 
in reference to improvements on the coast 
are renewed. 
Ot buoyage on the coast, the report says: 
The buoyage of this district is in excellent 
condition. No whistling-buoys were lost 
or seriously damaged during the past year. 
The bellhuoy went adrift during the heavy 
and continuous bad weather in November 
last, from Noonday Rock. 
It has been frequently reported by pass­ 
ing vessels at various points off the coast, 
and it is believed that it will be recovered. 
The first-class buoy from W estdahl Rock, 
San Luis Obispo Head, which went adrift 
in May last, came on the beach at More 
Rock, and íb in safe hands, and will be re­ 
covered. 
A third-class m an-buoy was lost at San 
Pablo Point, presumably by being run 
down. 
The commerce on this coast differs in 
many ways from that of the A tlantic coast. 
From Sail Francisco south steamers are 
carrying more passengers than (herailroad. 
They are well adapted tor coastwise passen­ 
ger traffic, and make their landings with as 
much regularity, as far as time is concerned, 
as regular passeuger trains m ake their sta­ 
tions. 
Heat and dust make the jonrney by rail 
from San Francisco to San Diego or Los 
Angeles an infliction, while the j itirney by 
steam er is a luxury. 
The coastwise commerce will probably 
increase steadily as the State increases in 
population. 
It is necessary that the navigation of the 
coast be made as safe and easy as possible. 
Fogs are a great hindrance* to quick and 
certain runs, and whistling buoys, fog sig­ 
nals, etc , are needed to m ake navigation 
safe and certain. 
There were six whistling buoys on the 
coast of this district in 1886, while now 
there are thirteen and three bell buoys, 
and the Board has constant requests for 
more. That these bnoys are particularly 
adapted to this coast there is no question, 
and within reasonable lim its this district 
could not have too m any of them . There 
are at least three wnistling buoys needed 
north of San Francisco, and as m any more 
in the SaDta Barbara channel. 


“ THE LETTER THAT NEVER CAME.” 


Over Six Millions Find T heir W ay to the 
Dead L etter Office. 


W a s h in g t o n . November 27th.—The 8u- 
perintendeDt of the Dead Letter Office re­ 
ports that 6,206,893 pieces of dead mail 
m atter were received last year, being a de­ 
crease of nparly 11,000 over the previous 
year. Two thirds were ordinary unclaimed 
letters, the balance bore wrong addresses ; 
21.670 contained money, am ounting to $34,­ 
830 41; 24,075 contained negotiable paper, 
am ounting to $1,497,282 72, and 3,417 con­ 
tained $5,320 86 in postal notes. 
All but about $9,000 of the money, and 
nearly all the negotiable paper and postal 
notes'were returned to the senders. 
An 
auction sale of unclaimed parcels realized 
$2.655 99, which, 
with 
the 
unclaimed 
money, $9,447 73, was deposited in the 
Treasury. 


TESTING SWEETS. 


Sam ples of all Im ported Sugar Are to be 
Tested. 
W a sh in g to n, November 27th.—In order 
to secure uniform results in the testing of 
sugars the Treasury D epartm ent has di­ 
rected that samples of all imported sugars 
shall be sent to Appraisers at Boston. New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New Or­ 
leans and San Francisco for retesting, and 
the Appraisers are instructed to report the 
results of toe retests to the Department. 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor has also di­ 
rected that in cases of exportations of 
sugar, or cordage, in small quantities, that 
the person issuing the bill of lading shall 
state that those anieles are intended for for­ 
eign ports, and not for use en voyage. This 
is intended to stop the practice of securing 
drawbacks when these gooda are exported

W a s h in g to n , November 27tli.—Samuel 
Strong, whose claim against the District of 
Columbia has become almost historical, to­ 
day filed a suit against Benjam in Butler for

against Strong for money which lie asserted 
was due him as contingent counsel lees out 
ot the award made to Strong. 
The suit developed some highly exciting 
features, among which was the production 
of a paper by Strong, which, if genuine, 
would show that Butler had agreed to ac­ 
cept for bis services an am ount much lower 
tuan that named in the suit. 
Butler de­ 
nounced the document as a forgery, and 
the suit for slander grows out of this.

W a s h in g to n , Novembei 27th.—Rear Ad­ 
m iral Belknap, under date of October 31st, 
reports the following about the Asiatic 
squadron : The Omaha is at Nagasaki, Ja ­ 
pan ; the Swatara at H ongkong,China ; the 
Monocacy at Yokohama, Japan, awaiiing 
the rem ainder of the battery and ordnance 
stores from the United States, and the Palos 
at Nagasaki, Japan, under repairs to boil­ 
ers and engines. The general health of the 
squadron is good.

Justice Thompson of Napa may have 
had good reasons for dismissing the case 
against persons prosecuted for having deer 
hides illegally in their possession, but it is 
to be regretted that the first attem pt to en­ 
force the game laws vigorously has failed. 
W hatever the merits of the case, the gen­ 
eral effect of the decision will be the en­ 
couragement of the wretches who m ake a 
business of killing deer for their bides.

THE LESSON OF THE MONUMENT. 


For very many reasons, covering almost 
the entire field of human endeavor, com­ 
munities erect monuments to the memory 
of distinguished men and women, in honor 
of humble worth as well its of heroic service, 
to testify to their regard for devotion to 
the cause of humanity and to their ac­ 
knowledgment of benefits conferred by the 
objects of the distinction. The people of 
this community, aided by many through­ 
out the .State, and led by the skilled me­ 
chanics who are employed in the machine 
works of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, to-day unveil a monument, 
erected by them in stone and bronze, that 
is to testify to their admiration for the 
character and the life service in the cause 
of labor of the late A. J. Stevens. It is 
commendable action, and will be approved 
by men so long as the stone and the bronze 
endure, and the example of the memory 
honored serves to stimulate men to duty 
doing. 
The signal traits of character in 
Mr. Stevens were his loyalty to his calling, 
his profound respect for the man who 
achieves by virtue of industry and devotion 
to the mechanical branch of laborfor which 
he is fitted. Himself aprolific inventor, he 
was tne counselor and kindly adviser of all 
others who engaged in mechanical re­ 
rearch, and labored to lighten human toil. 
H e had but detestation for the sluggard, 
and abhorrence for the men who lived in 
idleness. 
By his life’s example he encour­ 
aged every toiler, by his genius he evolved 
and brought to the forge, and bench, and 
workshop, the appliances that most aug­ 
ment the capacity of the worker to pro­ 
duce, without increasing the burdens of 
his toil. 
A governor over thousands of 
men for a long term of years, he com­ 
manded from all of them the regard that 
true wortli and manliness even receives. 
W hile it was his duty to conserve every 
interest of his employers, he never lost 
sight of the human rights of the men em­ 
ployed. He held the balances evenly be­ 
tween forces sometimes driven to antagon­ 
ism in the fields of labor. He was a 
disciplinarian without the severity of the 
exacting master ; he was a master without 
the austerity of the mere disciplinarian. 
H e stood forward all his life as a cham­ 
pion for lull reward for the worker; 
he 
exacted from every man his whole duty, 
and accorded every one the fullest measure 
of his deserts. 
He believed that men are 
more easily led than driven, that thev 
respect the authority that deserves it, and 
by his example he impressed all with 
whom lie came in contact with these im ­ 
portant truths. 
In all the years in which he filled the 
important position of Master Mechanic for 
the railroad company he so administered 
his difficult trust, that at liis death his 
principals and those who served under 
him mingled their mourning in common 
over his remains. 
He was the devoted 
friend of Sacramento, but not at the ex­ 
pense of the service demanding his loy­ 
alty. 
The man whose name is honored to­ 
day by the ceremonies of unveiling the 
monument erected to his memory by his fel­ 
low workers, fought no battles, gained tio 
victories on the tented field, held no office 
under the State, achieved no distinction on 
the rostrum, never appeared in the politi­ 
cal forum, was neither a writer of books, a 
champion of science nor an explorer in 
classical realms; nevertheless he rendered 
such service to his fellow men by his sim­ 
ple, straightforward, courageous and manly 
life, and by the achievements of his genius 
in mechanics, that they delight to do 
honor to his name, and in imperishable 
granite and enduring bronze raise a monu­ 
ment to liis memory tbat should serve as a 
guide to all others, who having duties to 
ner.'oim somf-times hesitate by the way, 
and weary of the toil. 
All material improvement tends to the 
elevation of the moral, intellectual and 
social pianes of a people. Stevens, by his 
genius as an inventor, his patience as a 
worker, the personal qualities that so ad­ 
ra Tabty fitted him to preside over great 
mechanical industries, contributed greatly 
to material improvement, and he was there­ 
fore entitled to be regarded as having rcn 
dercd im; ortant public service to the State 
and the race. We have been so much 
given to considering as public men only 
those who have achieved distinction in 
political activity, that the monument un 
veiled to-.iay will serve a specially useful 
purpose in reminding us that there are 
heroes whose battles are fought without 
sound of arms, men who contribute im­ 
mensely to the welfare of the race, whose 
lives are comparatively obscure, and na­ 
tures like those of Mr. Stevens', which win 
themselves enduring honors without self­ 
seeking. 
Monuments to such as these 
serve as wise and beneficent purposes among 
men as those that are the rallying posts 
for partisans, and as many that are the 
memorials of the heroes of the sword. 


THANKSGIVING. 


There is always reason for thanksgiving 
whatever our condition, since the gift of 
life itself is cause for thankfulness. But 
Californians have especial reason to be 
thankful for the gracious heritage that is 
theirs. While they should not boast to the 
discredit o ' others not blest with the com­ 
forts of a land that yields 
more of 
■'•’•oduet for the minimum of energy put 


forth than less kindly climes, yet they 
should be deeply, profoundly thankful that 
their lot is cast under such skies, and their 
ways laid out under such a favoring snn. 
They have escaped pestilence, disaster, 
wasting drought and destructive storms; 
they have been torn by no dissension; 
threatened by no lawlessness ; menaced by 
no great danger, nor made subject to awful 
calamity. Their fields have yielded boun­ 
teously, and the husbandman has not sown 
in vain. Their cattle upon the hills have 
fattened, the fires of their furnaces have 
not been smothered, nor have their mills 
ceased to echo the hum of busy industry. 
If their purse has not been so well filled 


els in some other vears, it has not in 1S89 
been empty. The State has prospered, the 
people have been blessed in a thousand 
ways, and have cause on this annual holi­ 
day to be thankful that they are so richly 
rewarded, so fortunately bestowed. 
In the 
reunions of the day, when the household 
board groans with the plenty of the feast, 
let us not forget the poor, the prisoner in 
the cell, the sufferer in the cot, the home­ 
less and the unfortunate outcast. For 
Thanksgiving Day should be a leveler, a 
balm of peace, a day of generous deeds, of 
forgiving and alms giving, of tenderness 
and generosity. If there is but the store 
in the larder for our own feast, let us part 
with some little of that for the fellow mor­ 
tal who has not at all, and what remains 
to us will be the more blessed.

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OUT OF WORK. 


EXTENSIVE LAY-OFF OF EMPLOYES OF 
THE STATE BINDLEY. 


T!ie Force to be Reduced for a Few 
M onths—"Why the New Rooks 
Are Not Ready. 


To-morrow there will be about thirty- 
five women employes in the bindery de­ 
partment of the State Printing Office dis­ 
charged because of the lack of work for the 
present. A reporter of the Recoed-Usiok, 
learning of this fact, called upon Superin­ 
tendent Young yesterday to make some in­ 
quiries into the present condition of the 
work in progress and to gain information 
as to wbat may be expected in the near 
future. 
Mr. Young stated, in reply to questions 
asked, that the lack of work for employes 
is confined to the bindery department. In 
the printing department work is progress­ 
ing on the catalogue for the State Library, 
a similar publication for the State Mining 
Bureau, the report of the Regents of the 
State University, a voluminous record or 
history of commitments, discharges, etc., 
of prisoners sent to San Quentin Prison, 
the report of the Railroad Commissioners, 
and a report made by I.rbor Commissioner 
Tobin in regard to Endowment Associa­ 
tions. These publications will give em­ 
ployment to a reasonable number of work­ 
men for some time to come. 
In the press-room of the school-book de­ 
partment, however, work will soon slacken 
up, and four men will be laid off as soon as 
the edition of the History is off the presses. 
This lay-off will continue until Februa-y. 
Early in the spring some of the men em­ 
ployed in the bindery will also be laid off 
for awhile, and the class of work that is 
done by women is so far advanced that a 
few can keep up with the demand. 
Being asked regarding the volume of 
sales of school books, Sir. Young stated 
that they had not sold more than 30 per 
cent, of the number disposed of last year, 
while this season’s sales included 25 000 
copies of a new work—Language Lessons. 
Deducting these, the percentage of sales 
would have been even less than the figure 
stated. He said he was at a loss to account 
for this falling off. Experienced dealers 
had estimated that the sales after the first 
year would average about 00 per cent. Even 
the durable character of the work hardly 
seemed to be responsible for the difference, 
as children are constantly advancing from 
grade to grade, new pupils coming in, etc. 
In regard to the text-books in course of 
preparation, but not yet printed, Superin­ 
tendent Young said they were three in 
number—the Physiology, Civil Govern­ 
ment. and Elementary Geography. The 
plates for the Physiology have been com­ 
pleted since last May, but none of the copy 
has yet been received from Mr. Moore, of 
Los Angeles, charged with its preparation, 
who, it was understood, desired more time 
for its revision. He had expected that the 
volume on Civil Government would be out 
by next July, but none of the copy had 
come, and none probably would come be­ 
fore that time. 
Work on the Elementary Geography was 
well in band. It had been printed in 
“dummy’’ form and sent out for revision 
and criticism. It will contain some seven­ 
ty-five illustrations. 
This book would 
have been hurried along had the copy for 
the others been received, but as it was 
there was no need of haste. Moreover, the 
office will be supplied with new type 
shortly, and he probably would not have 
the revised copy set until then. This book 
will probably be ready for delivery about 
next May. 
It is the school-book editions, Superin­ 
tendent Young explained, that fur 
nish so much work fur the employes of 
the bindery, and the lay-off’ tomorrow 
becomes necessary because of the fact that 
the new books referred to have not been 
printed. The State Board of Education 
decided at a recent meeting not to proceed 
with the preparation of the Higher Ge­ 
ography until the Elementary edition had 
been issued. Mr. Young said that if the 
copy for the other books named should 
come in they could all be issued by next 
July. By January or February next the 
office would have a year s supply on hand 
of the tea volumes already in use. 
Superintendent Y'oung stated, in con­ 
clusion, that after next July all the State 
officers' reports would come in and work in 
that department would then be lively. 
WHY THE COPY IS DELAYED. 
The reporter next called upon Professor 
Raymond, editor of the school-book series, 
and asked him why the gentlemen charged 
with the preparation of the copy for the 
Physiology. Civil Government and Ele­ 
mentary Geographv bad not performed 
their task. Mr. Raymond spoke freely on 
the subject, and said that at a late meeting 
of the State Board of Education a proposi­ 
tion was made to commence the prepara­ 
tion of copy for the Advanced Geography, 
bat it was deemed best bv the majority to 
defer it until after the Elementary Geo­ 
graphy had been issued. 
“Aside from that volume,’’ said Mr. Ray­ 
mond, “there are three others—the Ele­ 
mentary Geography, Physiology and Civil 
Government—that the Board had directed 
to be prepared, appropriations therefor 
having been made by ihe Legislature. Mr. 
Moore. Principal of the Los Angeles Nor­ 
mal School, has been assigned to the duty 
of securing and preparing the copy 
for the Physiology. The plan was 
to have 
the drawings, or 
plates, 
made first, in order that he might be gov­ 
erned thereby in the compilation of the 
copy. This is a very difficult volume to 
prepare, and as the policy has been to so 
compile each book that it will stand for 
years, the work is necessarily slow. Mr. 
Moore has the copy now before him, but is 
proceeding with all the care and speed pos­ 
sible, consistent with his regular duties, in 
its revision and adaptation to the Deeds of 
pupils. It will not do to rush a thing of 
this character, as it involves a heavy out­ 
lay, and should be properly done. It may 
take a few months, or less—so far as I am 
informed—:o properly complete this book.” 
Concerning the volume on Elementary 
Civil Government, Mr. Raymond said its 
preparation had been assigned to Mr. 
Childs. Principal of the State Normal 
School at San Jose. Mr. Childs has a larg • 
institution to look afier, with about a 
thousand pupils, and has not much time to 
give to extra duties. “There is no pub­ 
lished work on this subject," be said, “de­ 
signed for the grades in which this book is 
to be used, and hence Mr. Childs has no 
aid in the matter. It is all new work, on a 
subject that must be treated with the great­ 
est care and ability, in order to make the 
book a valuable acquisition to our text­ 
book system. This, like all the other 
books, should be prepared so as to with­ 
stand the tests of time, and its preparation 
requires study, deliberation and care. Mr. 
Childs, I am informed, is progressing satis 
factoriiy with the difficult task that has 
been assigued him.” 
The other volume, the Elementary 
Geography, is in the hands of Mr. Ray­ 
mond, himself, and—as has already been 
stated—is printed in “dummy” form fo- re­ 
vision. Mi. Raymond said that his pc.'tion 
of the work is practically ready fr; the 
printer now, and if the illustratiors were 
ready the book could be printed wi hin ten 
days. But the matter of preprring the 
maps and engravings—some eighty alto, 
gether—could not be rushed The best 
talent in the country had been engaged for 
that portion of tie work, and the proofs of 
the maps bad just come to h'.nd. The en­ 
graver. Mr. Holmes, had grf along as rap- 
idlv as possible with his ©i? ¿ravings, but it 
would take him some tint > yet to complete 
them. There was, of erarse, no help for 
this, but the copy could ill be put into the 
printer's hands on sho’.t netice. 
Reporter—“If all t'je copy for the other 
volumes were now ia hand, and the books 
printed, wouid they notali be completed in 
a few months ?” 
“Undoubtedly,” replied Mr. Raymond, 
“and the suspension of a large part of the 
force of bindery employes would neces­ 
sarily follow. The only difference would 
be that it would come next spring, instead of 
at this time. There is just so much work 
to be done on these three volumes, and I 
understand it would suffice to run the 
bi-aery only a few months. There must 
either "be a temporary lay-off now or at 
some lime prior to next July.” 
IS THE LAW COMPLIED WITH? 
Daring the reporter’s researches for in­ 
formation regarding the State text-books 
he endeavored to arrive at some theory re­ 
garding the falling «¡I in the purchases of 
books from the State. The law, of course, 
requires that all counties mnstusethe State 
series and he visited the office of the Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction to ascer­ 
tain if all were complying with the law, 
He found that all the counties of the State, 
except Trinity, had made purchases this 
year. The iast purchase made by Trinity 
was a vear ago this month. The Superin­ 
tendent of Schools of that county reports 


to the State Superintendent that the State 
series are in use there, and on this showing 
Trinity has been allowed her proportion of 
the State school tnonev. 
It seems that but 536 children are at­ 
tending school in Trinity county, and it is 
possible that last year’s supply of well- 
bound books has not been exhausted. At 
any rate, even though that county should 
be using books other than the State series, 
the sales would not be materially affected 
thereby. 
_ 
“All the County Superintendents,” said 
Clerk Purnell, “report the State series in 
use in their counties.” 
“Has the attention of this office been 
called to any attempts to evade the letter 
of the law ?” asked the reporter. 
“In only one instance,” replied Mr. Pur­ 
nell. “A Los Angeles dealer some time ago 
informed us that a wholesale house in that 
city was supplying another house, which is 
against the law, and we wrote to him for 
the name of the offending party, and he 
declined, for business reasons, to give it.” 
The reporter procured a copy of the affi­ 
davit that must accompany ail orders from 
dealers for State text-books. It is as fol­ 
lows: 
In consideration of receiving for Bale, upon 
the inclosed or upon any future order, the series 
of school text-books, or any part thereoi, pub­ 
lished by the State of California, I hereby agree 
that I will not sell the same to any person or 
persons, for the purpose of being sold again, or 
to any person or persons beyond the limits of 
the State of California: and that I will not sell 
said series of text-books, or any part or portion 
thereof, at a price exceeding the price to the 
pupil fixed by the State Board of Education. 
If the failure af this year's sales of State 
text-books to come up to the expectations 
ot the State Board of Education, the State 
Printer and dealers, is due to any cause 
other than the unusually durable character 
of the books, it docB not appear to have 
become known to those concerned in the 
preparation and manufacture thereof. 
There may be counties in which “supple­ 
mentary” books are largely used, but no­ 
body appears to have any knowledge on 
that subject; while, on the other band, 
the Superintendents all report that the 
State books are used in their respective 
counties.

The other prisoner was Michael Donavan, 
a notorious burglar and footpad, who has 
served several terms in various prisons.

Dollar gives an interesting account of 
his escape lrom San Ouentin. He and the 
other two escapes were working in the 
prison bakery, and watching tbeir chance, 
all three made for the hills.

Then he went to San Francisco to resume 
his vocation of a burglar. He had only 
been in the metropolis four days, and was 
making his first raid, when the police cap­ 
tured him. He had thirty-three months 
to serve when he escaped from San Quen­ 
tin. This time will have to be served out 
when he finishes his five-year sentence at 
Folsom. Dollar slated last night that he 
considered himself exceedingly lucky in 
l»etting off this time with five years, as he 
nas a large number of prior convictions to 
answer for.

ALBERT HART. 
arm W ords of Com m endation by a j 
Friend. 
Eos. Record-Ukiok : The Republican 
Central Committee did some very good 
work Tuesday evening in making its nomi 
nations for City Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and for members of the Board 
of Education. Although reluctant to ap­ 
pear in print, I cannot resist the impulse 
to ask the use of space in your columns, to 
say a few words regarding the nomination 
of Albert Hart for City Superintendent of 
Schools. 
I have known Mr. Hart personally and 
intimately for twenty years. This must be 
my excuse, if any is needed, for asking 
your indulgence at this time. I regard 
this nomination as the very best one that 
could possibly have been made under any 
circumstances. No man in California is 
better qualified ; the entire "’ork of his 
life has been of such a nature as to especi­ 
ally fit him for the kind of work involved 
in the office to which he aspires. 
In early day9 he was a school-teacher, 
and for several years followed this profes­ 
sion in the mountain towns of Placer 
county. Afcerwards he was appointed As­ 
sistant Librarian ol the Stale Library; 
moved it from its old quarters to its pres­ 
ent location in the State Capitol, where he 
arranged and classified the many thousands 
of volumes, and for nine years performed 
all the clerical work connected with the 
management of that great institution. 
Later, he organized the first Free Public 
Library instituted in San Francisco; also, 
the San Francisco Law Library, both of 
which institutions are indebted to his fos­ 
tering care for tbeir early success. 
Mr. Hart served for several terms as pri­ 
vate Secretary to several Governors of Cali­ 
fornia, a position which of course can only 
be held efficiently by men of wide sxperi- 
ence, large intelligence and ability. The 
office was never more ably managed than 
it was by Mr. Hart. This is a well-known 
fact. As a public official he has held posi­ 
tions of trust and confidence; millions ol 
money have passed through his bands 
and in every examination of his accounts 
by the Government agents, his record was 
found clean and upright. That he is a poor 
man to-day is evidence of bis integrity, for 
he has not lacked opportunity to enrich 
himself at the public expense. 
For twenty-seven years Mr. Hart haa 
lived and voted continuously in Sacra­ 
mento City.

He is a man of family, six of his children 
having been born in this city, and he has 
one buried here.

For a number of years he was in 
t“ l.abit of giving frequent readings in our 
grammar and high schools, free, for the 
benefit of the pupils there, and many 
young ladies and gentlemen now living in 
this city have graieful cause to remember 
the instruction thus imparted. 
Many 
others there are who are indebted to Mr. 
Hart for private instructions in elocution, 
which have always been given freely and 
without hope of pecuniary reward. 
The gentleman has always been ready to 
respond with his talents to public demand, 
and whenever ttie cause of charity has ap­ 
pealed to him he has never been found 
wanting. A man of broad and liberal 
views, his sei vices were always freely ren­ 
dered. Church festivals, local charilies 
and public demonstrations have alike been 
benefited by his services, regardless of creed 
or opinion. These facts are notorious, and 
I submit that it is no more than right that 
they should be remembered in the present 
election. 
To summarize, Mr. Hart is an honest 
man ; an able, intelligent and capable man ; 
an old, tried and true citizen of Sacra­ 
mento. There is every reason why he 
should be elected, and none why he should 
not be.

AN ABLE ESSAY. 
M iss F . d e L ag u n a, o n e o f th e teach ers 
in th e s a c ra m e n to H ig h S chool, read a n 
eassay on “ T h e T e a c h in g of E n g lish — H o w 
B est to B egin I t , ” as fo llo w s : 
It is th e purpose of this paper to set forth in a 
very general way the relation of th e work in the 
lo w tr schools in reading am i English gram m ar 
to th e English course in th e Highfecbool. No 
attem pt will be m ade to give a detailed account 
of w hat the pupil m ight profitably read and 
study in these schools. Oiir literature is too 
rich, and the period of tim e about to be dis­ 
cussed too fx tended to perm it of anything but 
a most rapid survey of the field this afternoon. 
The study of “ English” has two sides one es- 
thctic and the other m ore decidedly practical. 
It stands for literature and language. It aims 
to Inspire a love for good books, and to instruct 
in the acquisition and use of the m other tongue. 
How nest to attain th rse results is the question 
th a t laces the instructor of youth. A ready an­ 
swer suggests it>elf. These results m ay be at­ 
tained by putting early into the hands of ch il­ 
dren th e best of literature, and by traiuing 
them iu th e use o f good English. 
Do we accom ­ 
plish th is? Is th e m erhod of instruction along 
this line as favorable to these ends as it m ight 
be? in o th er w ords, do the reading books and 
the gram m ars of th e lower schools fill th e re­ 
quirem ents for a strong and broad foundation? 
I believe they d > not. 
In them selves they are 
not adequate, and they do not appear to create 
in the breast of th e pupil a desire for “m ore.” 
Less theory and m ore practice. Children do 
not m ad enough: they do not w rite enough. 
And yet the hours seem h ardly long enough for 
all they have to do. A revolution should then 
take p-lace. Room m ust be m ade for a m ore 
extensive acquaintance w ith books, a m ore ac­ 
curate use of language. W hat portion of the 
foundation, as it now stands, m ay most easily 
be rem oved w ithout affecting the specific grav­ 
ity of the superstructure. 
I believe th at a change m ay be m ade, w here­ 
by children m ight receive the m uch needed in ­ 
struction w ithout sacrificing any v ital p art of 
the course of study they now pursue. A prom i­ 
nen t part would have to be given up, bu t only 
for th e tim e being. Later in the school career 
th e w ork could be taken up profitably and w ith 
com parative ease. 
Wc m ust alw ays bear in m ind this principle— 
th e greatest good to th e greatest num ber. W hat 
course of traiuing will be equally advantageous 
to th e boy. w ho leaves his books for the eash- 
basket or th e w ork-bench, and th e boy who 
pursues High School and U niversity studies? 
First let us introduce into the curriculum of 
th e prim ary and gram m ar grades a course of 
reading so eom prenensive as to include the 
greater part of all th a t is beautiful and true and 
good in our literature, suitable tor children be­ 
tw een the ages ol six and fourteen. W hat a 
vista stretch» s oi t before the child ! Men w ith 
th e stam p of an alm ost divine inspiration upon 
th e ir bio'ws shall be to them friend and coun­ 
selor and teacher. N ever again will th eir hearts 
be so fresh, eo im pressionable; th eir im agina­ 
tions so powerful. 
In vain do we seek to feel in our m aturer 
years th e th rill our childhood knew , as we 
pored over th e pages of a favorite book, read­ 
ing an d rereading it, u n til its total collapse pro­ 
tested against any further service. Shall we 
w ithhold from them this pure delight? 
W ashington Irving invites them to Sunnyside, 
and, w ith his genial sm ile and m erry tw inkle 
in his eye, gathers these little ones about him , 
these children th at wo love, and tells their 
“m arveling boyhood” such w onderful tales of 
his w eird old C atskills, and through th e stories 
runs the Hudson, “ the river th a t h e loved and 
glorified.” 
Cooper would go back w ith them to a tim e 
w hen th e red m an w andered through prim eval 
forests, an d th eir ears would be charm ed w ith 
th e m usic and the m ystery of th e “ Wept-of- 
Wish ton W ish” and 
the wanderiDg “ Mohi­ 
cans.” 
H aw thorne. “New E ngland's poet, soul- 
reseivcd and shy,” would settle him self in 
“ G randfather’s C hair” and tell them of the 
Pilgrim Fathers, of whom it has been said : 
“God had sifted three kingdom s to find the 
w heat for th is planting, 
A nd then had sifted the w heat as th e living 
seed of a n ation.” 
But th eir nam e is legion, the m en and women 
who, from the hights of th e ir genius, have 
stepped dow n and reached out a friendly hand 
to the ch i dren. 
But co-ordinate w ith this m ore pleasing line 
of w ork is the drill iu the use of language 
These m en of letters are to be m odels as well as 
sym pathetic friends. From them the children 
m ust im bibe the genius of the English language, 
acquire a strong and varied vocabulary, aud 
learn to translate their em otions into thought, 
th eir thoughts into language. 
The mem ory m ust be cultivated—th at sturdy 
little slave of the braiu, who, if not allow ed to 
grow careless through inactivity, is ever ready 
to fetch aod carry for the loftier laculties of the 
m ind. M any a golden thought m ay be stored 
aw ay during those early years to be a pleasure 
all through life - Em erson’s “Titm ouse.” Jjoog- 
fellow’s 
’N orm an Baron ’—scores o f poems 
from our beloved "H ousehold Poets ” And 
w hen th e child has becom e a grandfather, and 
the children of another generation plead w ith 
Dim fo ra “story,” though all belonging to the 
years betw een m ay be forgotten, he will draw 
from th a t early treasure-house, to his own in- 
fiuite pleasure and to th e delight of his eager 
listeners. 
This m ay sound trivial to u tilitarian ears, but 
happily we can say th at th e most of m en do not 
subscribe to th a t creed—iu heart, at least. 
Theu power of expression m ust be sought for; 
the pupil need not w ait until he is three-score 
years to give forth as his own the tales thus 
learned. As soon as he has even a lim ited 
com m and of language, let him clothe the 
stories in his own words, retell it iu its new 
dress. And so composition work w ill begin at a 
very early age, oral at first, w ritten afterw ards. 
To be a skillful w orkm an one m ust use tools, 
uot m erely learn about them . 
“ He th at w alketh w ith the wise shall be 
wise 
The child learning to interpret the 
thoughts of others, ends by th in k in g lor himself. 
All thought is born of some foregoing thought. 
It is inevitable th a t we are indebted to the past 
for the good things of the present. Chaucer 
drew life from the Italian bards aud breathed it 
into Spenser; and Spense r has been the source 
of most of poetry since his lim e. True, it is not 
our hope to kiudle m any poetic fancies, a l­ 
though we do not know w hat child David m ay 
stand before us lor whom the com m and m ay 
come, “Arise, anoint him . for this is he.” But 
we do hope to m ake thoughtful m en and women 
of these childrr n, aud we know there is no surer 
way *han by bringing them into contact w ith 
m eu th a t think. 
But, as it is, m any children enter the High 
School having read scarcely a line outside of 
th eir text-books. W ith so m uch th a t is grand 
aud ennobling and sweet, they are re a rin g **ut 
iheir energies on “objective com plem ents,” “ re­ 
strictive aud uc restrictive clauses,” and all the 
rest of the tortures th a t belong to th e gram ­ 
m atical inquisition. And so it happens th at 
boys and girls who can parse like M urrays, and 
diagram like so m any little Reeds and Kelloggs, 
are almost strangers to th eir own language. 
They look upon the dictionary as a chaotic 
m iss of learning, into w hich they p lu ^O jU - 
w ildered, seizing the first thing th eir e y l® ¿ 
upon, an d bearing it trium phantly to t h ^ u r - 
face; and a pupil w ith a beautiful faith in 


careful analysis of all th e figi res of speech; I 
m ay dem and’ of them accurate annotations of 
ail th e allusions—classical, biblical and histori­ 
cal; I m ay even draw from them a feeble ren ­ 
dering of th e less obscure parts, in th eir own 
words, aud w hat Ls obscure I m ay interpret 
At ihe end of several weeks they m ay be able 
to discourse fluently upon Isis aud Osiris, but 
how near have they come to th e real spirit of 
th a t m ajestic ode? * My answ er is: It is good for 
us. m entally as w ell as m orally, to come into 
the presence of th at w hich is higher th an o u r­ 
selves, although we m ay cot com prehend it all. 
Em erson says, “ H itch your wagon to a star.” 
The “ Hym n on th e N ativ ity ” m ay act as a 
m ental stim ulau-.even if th e celestial harm ony 
strike upon unsym pathetic ears. 
The ultim ate end of the teachiog of the 
“ H ym n on N ativity ” is, not th at th e pupil m ay 
grasp the full m eaning of th a t “ ode;” he m ay 
fall short of th at, but he cau never be as he has 
been. I h e grain of w heat lies in his hand; his 
lips will soon learn to fram e the m ystic words. 
1 think th at is w hat we are trying to do—uot to 
pour th e conteuts of the w onderful treasury 
iuto th e lap of the expectant Dupil, but to 
teach him to say, “ Open, Sesame.” and let him 
rush in aud seize upon the treasures him self. 
Our w ork is a m eans, not an end. 
e teach 
the pupil “ L ycidas” th a t be m ay afterw ard see 
the beauties in " A donuais,” and*should he fail 
to see all th at M ilton has concentrated in 
“ Lycidas,” he m ay yet. w ith the light of a m a­ 
ture judgm ent, catch all the beauty oí the other 
m onody. 
But th e grandest m ission of literature is to 
cultivate th e m oral nature. It is ethical in its 
tendencies, not only as it appeals to the intel 
lect and addresses itself to the em otions, bu t as 
it educates the w ill. 
Many a song has turned out a sermon w ithout 
forfeiting its title to art, not a ways for the 
m oral pointed but for the m elody ol the verse, 
the sublim ity of the thought, the setting forth 
of “noble grounds for noble em otions.” 
Even 
the unhappy, sceptical Lord Byron, and his 
equally w retched brother poet, E dgar A llan 
Poe, speaking at th eir better m om ents, elevate 
aud purify th e w ill in a degree th a t chum s for 
them place am ong teachers of m orality, al­ 
though th eir lives protest. 
This m oral train in g cannot be begun too early. 
And thus early in life would the nam es of the 
w orld’s great heroes have a v alu é iu the pupil’s 
eyes. 
Carlyle says ; “ No nobler feeling than th is of 
adm iration for one higher th an him self dw ells 
iu the breast of m an.” 
Nay, he even says, 
“ Society is founded upon hero-w orship.” Then, 
listening to th e prophet of Cheyne Row, let us 
seek to m ake heio-w orshipers of our pupils;

H er 
recitation is criticised. W onderingly, and w ith 
the air of one who has been the victim of an 
a**ful deceit, she says: “ Why, th e dictionary 
says so.” 
A nother offers this original solution to the 
question, “ W hat do?s ’race' m ean iu th e line, 
•Remote from tow ns he ran his godly race?’ ” 
“ It m eans fam ily.” im puting to th e gentle 
clergym an the charge of “ running” his fam ily. 
W hen M ark Tw ain wrote his famous “ English 
as ehe is T aught,” in spite of its absurdities and 
seem ing exaggerations, he fell short of depict­ 
ing the aw ful reality, as it is exem plified every 
day in English classes. 
“But th e children have all they can do now ,” 
says th e teacher, shuddering as she thinks of 
the high pressure under w hich the thirty, or 
forty, or even fifty pupils consigned to her care 
are obliged to be drilled to accom plish th e work 
set for a special grade. “ The ex tra burden 
would be more th an we or ’hey could carry.” 
Strike out then from the course of study of the 
gram m ar grades the word “ gram m ar.” and re­ 
legate it to the bulletin of H igh School work. 
W hat are th e u*es of gram m ar? The books 
say “ to teach the art of speaking and w riting 
th e language correctly.” T h at the study of 
gram m ar is only partially and restrictedlv pro­ 
ductive ot such a result, no one w ho has had to 
do w ith the education of children w ill deny. We 
know well th at th e child w ho hears gcod 
English w ill npcak good English, though he may 
not be able to conjugate a verb; a n a the child 
who grows up hearing faulty English w ill reflect 
the tutoring 
th u s 
unconsciously 
obtained, 
though he may be able to conjugate w ith accu­ 
racy an d speed. 
I believe th at extensive reading, and endless 
paraphrasing, reproducing and developing (the 
thoughr) w ith coustant correction, and refer­ 
ence to the models, will effect w hat gram m ar 
fails to effect. A boy quitting his studies upon 
graduation from the gram m ar school, carries to 
the work shop but little of the technical gram ­ 
m ar he has learned. In three m onths he will 
uot be able to discrim inate betw een an “object 
com plem ent” an d an “objec'lve com plem ent” 
—and sm all loss! 
But w ith th e ear and heart refined by the 
m agical u teranccs of wise an d cultured m en. 
am i w ith tougue and pen m ade trenchant b r 
vigoroususe he will be a pow er am ong his fel­ 
low workers; to say nothing of th e foundation 
laid for a life-Krag devotion to books. Should 
he go to the High School, be m ay study as a sci­ 
ence th e language w hich he h ad 
hitherto 
know n onlv as an art. W ith the groundw ork 
iu Eugiish deem ed ex p ed ien t for th e gram m ar j 
pupils to acquire, th e science of language m ight j 
becom e an agreeable p art in jun io r grade work. 
The a;.alvtic powers are developed later in life. 
An intuitive grasp ot the structure of th e j 
language, through long fam iliarity, will pave . 
the wav for scientific knowledge. A recognition 1 
of th e results of law in language will prepare 
tne puoil for an easy m astery of thase laws. 
For. to take the place of parsing aud analyzing, 
a series of exercises should be instituted, result­ 
ing in a bold aud facile use of language: au d 
th e pupil, enriched w ith the w ealth of m any a 
great m an’s vocabulary, should possess ability 
to tell in plain, forcible language, w hat he 
knows of anv subject. 
And we need not be afraid of p utting into the 
h ands ot children literature too lofty for th e ir • 
m inds to .-rasp. We are often educated by w hat ; 
w e do noi understand. Peter and Jam es and I 
Jonn witnessed the “Transfiguration.” 
they 
w ere sore Afraid, an d fell on th eir faces; but 
th eir spiritual nature was quickened in the 
presence of th e great mystery. 
Perhaps I can best m eet th e doubt by an illu s­ 
tration draw n from my own experience. 
It has been objected th at the “ H ym n on the 
N ativity. ' th at beautiful tribute ot the P uritan 
poet to his Master, is too profound a w oik for^the 
ordinary H igh School pupil. 
“ I can exact of
